Rev enue Measure Just Passed by the 
Ho use and Which Bears the Name 
o f the Alabama Leader, Brings Upo n 
Its Autho r the Warm Co ngratula­ 
tio ns Ev en o f the Leaders o f the Op­ 
po sitio n. 


Washington, May 9.—It is now u p to 
the senate to complete the fu lfillment 
of the Democratic tariff pledge, the 
Underwood bill hav ing gone throu gh 
the hou se last night. 
For the first time in twenty y ears the 
Democratic party saw a general tariff 
measu re go throu gh the hou se of rep­ 
resentativ es with the certainty that in 
one form or another it will in a few 
months be the law of the land. As the 
hou se Democrats drov e home the last 
spike in their labors at the session 
last night the ceremony was pu rely 
formal. 
The Underwood bill 
was 
passed in the hou se by a v ote of 28 1 
to 139. 
Only fiv e Democrats stray ed 
from the party fold when the issu e 
finally was joined. Fou r Progressiv es, 
two Repu blicans and one independent 
formerly identified with the Repu bli­ 
can party , v oted with the Democrats. 
Representativ es 
Brou ssard, 
Du pre, 
Morgan and Lazaro of Lou isiana and 
Smith of New York, Democrats, regis­ 
tered their protests against the pro­ 
posed tariff rev ision by v oting in the 
negativ e. 
Representativ es Kelly and 
Ripley of Pennsy lv ania. Nolan of Cali­ 
fornia and Bry an of Washington were 
the Progressiv es who sided with the 
main body of the Democrats. 
Repre­ 
sentativ es Carey and Stafford of Wis­ 
consin, Repu blicans, likewise joined 
the Democrats in su pport of the Un­ 
derwood bill. Representativ e Kent o r 
California was the “Independent” who 
approv ed the proposed Democratic re­ 
v ision by v oting for it. Representativ e 
Copley of Illinois, u ntil this session a 
Repu blican, now identified with the 
Progressiv e party , answered “present” 
when his name was called. 
Ju st before the bill wras passed Mr. 
Underwood serv ed notiec that if any 
manu factu rer in the United States at­ 
tempted for political reasons to dis­ 
credit the new tariff, the administra­ 
tion had agencies within its power to 
deal ou t pu nishment to su ch manu fac­ 
tu rer by pu blicity of all the facts. Mr. 
Underwood was referring to the law 
passed a y ear ago creating the bu reau 
of foreign and domestic commerce. 
This is the law which Secretary Red 
fleld already hcs seized u pon in or­ 
dering his inv estigation Into the pot­ 
tery indu stry , which has been threat­ 
ening to cu t wages if the Underwood 
rates prev ail. 
The action of the hou se marked a 
triu mph for Oscar W. Underwood. 
Among leaders of all parties there is 
commendation for the su perb manner 
in which Underwood has handled the 
tariff bill. 
Ample time was giv en to 
all Democrats for debate in cau cu s and 
in the hou se, and only a mild cu rb was 
placed u pon the v ocal abilities of the 
Repu blicans and the Bu ll Moose. Mr. 
Underwood was warmly congratu lated 
for his forebearance by Repu blican 
Leader Mann and Mr. Mu rdock, the 
Bu ll Moose leader, ex pressed his ap­ 
preciation of the cou rtesy ex tended 
him. 
The bill ju st passed embodies a com­ 
petitiv e tariff, according to its au thor. 
It proposes to place American pro­ 
du cers on an equ ality with foreign pro­ 
du cers. and Democrats insist that In 
the competition that will ensu e Ameri­ 
cans will hold their own, bu t that they 
will hav e to be content with smaller 
profits. 
For President Wilson also the action 
of the hou se marked a distinct tri 
u mph, as, to a large ex tent, the bill 
may be regarded as a child of Mr. Wil 
son’s owrn hand. 
The tariff bill was transmitted to 
the senate today and was at once rc 
ferred to the committee on finance, of 
which Senator Simmons of North Car 
olina, is chairman. 
Present indications are that the bill 
will remain in committee at least two 
weeks and possibly longer.

o f the brain. 
Up to the present, owing to this 
cau se being ov erlooked, all medical 
treatment, ev en the cu tting of the 
nerv es, has failed. 
Dr. Gu isez. howev er, by a slight op­ 
eration, the details of which he gav e 
to the academy ; has fou nd an easy 
remedy by which be has cu red ov er 
sev enty cases already . 
He recom­ 
mends all persons su ffering from fre­ 
qu ent headaches to hav e a thorou gh 
ex amination made of tbe interior of 
the nose. 
This commu nication is considered by 
the academy to be of great importance.

Attorney General Points Out That Un­ 
der a Broad Interpretation of New 


Vocational Education Law No More 
Than Thirty Counties Can Receiv e 
State Aid In the Fiscal Year Begin­ 
ning the First of August Nex t. 


Indianapolis, May 9 .—Thomas M. 
Honan, attorney general, has giv en an 
opinion to G. I. Christie of Pu rdu e u ni­ 
v ersity , in which he interpreted cer­ 
tain prov isions of the new v ocational 
edu cation law7. He said, in effect, that 
u nder a broad interpretation of the 
law, no more than thirty cou nties can 
legally receiv e state aid for v ocational 
schools before Sept. 3 0 nex t. 
He 
based his opinion on the wording of 
the law, which prev ents state aid go­ 
ing to any more than thirty cou nties 
du ring the y ear between Sept. 3 0, 19 13 . 
and Sept. 3 0, 19 14 . 
Mr. Christie had 
asked how many cou nties which had 
appointed cou nty agents u nder the 
new law, eou ld receiv e state aid before 
the end of the present fiscal y ear. The 
attorney general also said that if a 
cou nty appointed a cou nty agent abou t 
Ju ne 1, he might draw, approx imately , 
one-third of his annu al salary , not to 
ex ceed one-third of $1,000, between 
Ju ne 1 and Sept. 3 0. 
Attorney General Honan also gav e 
an opinion to Amos W. Bu tler, secre­ 
tary of the newiy created state board 
of tru ancy , in which he said that the 
state board of tru ancy may prescribe 
a form of certificate for the ex ecu tiv e 
school officer to u se in certify ing aid 
giv en to a needy school child by v irtu e 
of an act of the general assembly , to 
the township tru stee.

UNIQUE STRIKE OF PÜP11S «1 
PITTSBURGH' S PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Scenes Unprecedented In America 


A ttended D em onstration 
Against Su perintendent. 
S 


CENES withou t a precedent in 
any American city attended the 
strike of Pittsbu rgh school chil­ 
dren to force the remov al of S. 
L. Heeter as su perintendent. 
The trou bles back of the u nu su al 
strike ex tended ov er sev eral months. 
In the first place, in his tenu re of little 
more 
than 
a 
y ear 
Su perintendent 
Heeter made changes in the schools 
and thereby incu rred the disapprov al 
of many of the teachers. So indignant 
were members of the teaching corps 
that they attended mass meetings and 
protested against his retention in of­ 
fice. 
The cau se immediately back of the 
strike was charges made against Hee­ 
ter by two y ou ng women, one of whom 
was a nu rse employ ed iu his hou se­ 
hold. and the failu re of the school 
board to take what the pu blic consid­ 
ered proper cognizance of the charges. 
There was a demand for Heeter’s re­ 
mov al, bu t the board retained him. 
Pu pils in practically ev ery school in 
what is known as Greater Pittsbu rgh 
went on strike at the beginning of the 
general demonstration. 
Greater Pitts­ 
bu rgh inclu des what formerly were Al­ 
legheny and sev eral districts not orig­ 
inally a part of the incorporated city 
of Pittsbu rgh. 
Many of the children were u rged by 
their parents to stay away from school, 
the parents feeling that Heeter was 
u nfit to remain at the head of the 
schools. 
Hanged In Effigy . 
Heeter was hanged in effigy , and 
many street parades of school children 
were held all ov er the city . Thou sands 
of children marched throu gh the streets 
downtown, on the north side, in Law- 
reneev ille. Bellefield and Bloomfield, 
and calls for police were frequ ent 
Signs t>earing the words, “Heeter 
Mu st Go.” “Kick Heeter Ou t.” “We 
W ant a Clean Man at the Head of Us” 
and ev en more inflammatory lines were 
carried by the marchers. 
Cow bells 
and noisemaking instru ments of all 
kinds we. ; v aried. 
Many more effi­ 
gies of Heeter were bu rned. 
A squ ad of policemen went to the 
Fu lton bu ilding and dispersed a crowd 
of abou t 5 00 men and women waiting 
to get a v ie\^ of Su perintendent Hee­ 
ter one afternoon. 
After the police 
had forced the crowd to mov e away 
Heeter left the bu ilding for lu nch. 
The first arrest of striking school 
children took place in front of the pu b­ 
lic safety bu ilding when patrolmen 
locked three children in a ceil, charged 
with v iolating a city order. 
The ar­ 
rests were made on orders issu ed by 
the assistant su perintendent of police, 
who annou nced that all children who 
refu sed to disperse wou ld be placed u n­ 
der arrest. 
The three prisoners were 
at the head of a parade. 
Later in the same day sev en boy s 
were arrested in Larimer av enu e. They 
were at the head of a parade of abou t 
4 00 children, of whom half were girls. 
They were lodged in a police station. 
On one occasion 4 ,000 children m arch­ 
ed in the downtown north side streets. 
Traffic was blocked, au d police captaiu s 
called the policemen in that v icinity 
into the police stations to be held there 
in reserv e for an emergency . 
Many women standing on the street 
corners u rged the children to remain 
away from class. 
The children made 
a demonstration ou tside the schools. 
Their shou ts drowned the teachers’ 
v oices in their efforts to condu ct classes. 
A General Strike. 
The strike became general the second j 
day . In some of the schools more than j 
half of the pu pils remained away from j 
their classes, and In other schools the 
attendance su ffered greatly . 
Reserv es were galled from v ariou s | 
patrol stations to the schools where the 
actions of the pu pils threatened to be­ 
come riotou s. On the sou th side m oth­ 
ers stood 
o d the street corners and 
u rged their offspring to strike and 
cheered other children as they made 
demonstrations against Heeter. 
Abou t thirty boy s of the u pper grades 
refu sed to go back to the Forbes school 
at Forbes au d Stev enson streets. 
The 
boy s carried signs of all descriptions, 
among them being “ Down W ith Hee­ 
ter,” 
“We Do Not W ant Heeter,” 
“Heeter Must Go” and “Strike, Chil­ 
dren, Strike While the Iron Is H ot” 
The boy s flau nted the signs into the 
faces of all the children entering the 
school and told them not to go back. 
Two hundred boy s and girls from 
Tenth ward school No. 1, East street 
north side, marched from their school 
ov er the streets of the north side and 
through the downtown thoroughfares, 
carry ing banners and singing their 
slogans. 
Some of the boy s carried a banner 
six feet square, on which was paint­ 
ed: “ Kick*Heeter Out! Come AlongJ ” 
While marching through the streets 
the children sang: 
Stand him on his head. 
Stand him on his feet: 
Heeter, Heeter, mu st be beat. 
March to Office. 
The boy s and girls from the Tenth 
kard school marched ov er to the Ful­ 
ton building, in which are the offices 
¥! Superintendent Heeter. 
Sev eral of 


Streets Paraded by Children, Effi­ 
gies Bu rned and Police Called 
to Qu ell Disorder. 


the boy s attem pted to break into the 
Fu lton bu ilding, hu t were stopped by 
the employ ees of the bu ildiu g and two 
patrolmen. 
Two mou nted policemen appeared on 
the scene and ordered the marchers to 
mov e away . 
At least 4 0.000 pu pils remained away 
from school the third day of the strike. 
In many instances parents serv ed 
notice on the teachers that they had 
no intention of retu rning their chil­ 
dren to the school while Heeter was 
allowed to remain at the head of the 
local school sy stem. 
The i>oard of edu cation play ed its 
tru mp card when it cau sed notices to 
be serv ed on the parents of all 
chil­ 
dren who hav e remained away from 
the school sessions, informing 
them 
that prosecu tions u nder the tru ancy 
law wou ld t>e started u nless all pu pils 
able to attend retu rned to their respec­ 
tiv e schools. 
Little heed, howev er, 
was paid to the admonition. 
Bishop Regis Canev in of the Roman 
Catholic diocese of Pittsbu rgh, 
who 
was named as one of the committee to 
condu ct 
the 
inv estigation 
into the 
charges against Heeter. refu sed to ac­ 
cept the appointment. 
No reason 
was 
giv en by Bishop Canev in for his dec­ 
lination to act as one of the commit­ 
tee. 
Mass meetings were held in sev eral 
parts of the city to take action to­ 
ward forcing the hoard of edu cation 
to heed pu blic opinion and rid the 
school sy stem of Su perintendent Hee­ 
ter. Speakers at the different meetings 
attacked both Heeter and the board of 
edu cation. 
Riot at School. 
A small sized riot occu rred at the 
Letach school, on Bedford av enu e, one 
morning when the session opened. 
A 
gang of “strikers” gathered in front of 
the school and called all those who en­ 
tered “scabs.” 
Finding their tau nts 
had no effect, the “strikers” began pelt­ 
ing the other pu pils with stones. 
One 
large rock stru ck- Harold Hornrnaker, 
a lad of fou rteen y ears, on the head, 
cau sing a seriou s wou nd. 
A call was 
sent in for the police, hu t by the tim e 
they arriv ed the “strikers” had fled. 
The threat of the school board to 
send tru ant officers after all pu pils who 
did not retu rn to their classes was met 
with derision by the older pu pils in the 
high schools. The pu pils retorted that 
they wou ld remain away from school 
u ntil Heeter was thrown ou t of office. 
It dev eloped that iu sev eral schools 
the teachers not only failed to main­ 
tain discipline, bu t abetted the strike 
and marched with the children. 
In the crowds that attended the mass 
meetings in v ariou s parts of the city 
were many teachers and school v isi­ 
tors. 
In sev eral instances the school 
v isitors presided ov er and addressed 
the meetings 
Sev eral v erbal attacks were made on 
the school hoard becau se of its pro­ 
posal that the charges against Super­ 
intendent Heeter be inv estigated by a 
special 
committee of citizens. 
The 
speakers declared the appointment of 
su ch a committee was u nnecessary and 
censu red the board for w hat they call­ 
ed its attem pt to shift an u nsav ory 
problem to the pu blic. 
Fire Creates ar Stir. 
Considerable ex citement was created 
one morning in the v icinity of north 
Morningside school, not far from Su ­ 
perintendent Heeter’s home, on north 
Negley av enu e, when fire was discov ­ 
ered in the bu ilding, 
it was instantly 
declared that a few of the more rabid 
ju v enile strikers had adopted the m eth­ 
ods of the London m ilitant su ffragettes. 
It was soon learned, howev er, that 
the fire was the resu lt of an ex plosion 
of a tinner’s gasoline heater on the 
roof and that the damage was slight 
The tinner, John Bau s, was bu rned 
abou t the face and hands. 
He was 
rescu ed from his perilou s position by 
firemen. 
So many and so nu merou s were the 
minor ou tbreaks arising from the gen­ 
eral distu rbance that the police cou ld 
not keep track of them all. Hardly an 
hou r passed withou t the report of some 
distu rbance du e to the strike. 
The press of Pittsburgh gav e columns 
of space to the unusual strike, some 
of the most powerful papers siding 
with the strikers and their parents. 
The attention of the whole country 
was attracted to the unique situation. 
The spectacle of the school board re­ 
sisting the demands of citizens, of po­ 
licemen guarding the superintendent’s 
home by night, of children of all ages 
marching through the streets like so 
many rev olutionists and of mass meet­ 
ings being called to demand Heeter’s 
remov al was so unusual that its full 
significance could hardly be felt out­ 
side the Immediate zone of action. 
Various Industrial organizations hav e 
from time to time threatened to call 
their children from the schools on 
strike to win a point in an economic 
struggle, and classes in many schools 
and colleges hav e “ gone on strike” be­ 
cause they thought certain discipline 
should not be enforced. 
The strike at Pittsburgh, howev er, 
was the first demonstration of its kind 
and magnitude ev er seen in the Unit* 
ed States, and the point at issue also 
was unutmaJ L

“an d I believ e the germs lu rk in food 
an d first lodge in the ton sils.”

The activ ity and earn­ 
estness o f the J apanese ambassado r 
in seeking an immediate co nsideratio n 
o f the questio n has serv ed to empha­ 
size mo re than any thing else the seri­ 
o usness with which J apan regards the 
issue. 
Immediately after th e Jap anese am­ 
bassador made his p rotest against th e 
California bill, th e cabinet assembled 
at th e W h ite Hou se to consider it. 
Following th is, Secretary Bry an wili 
again receiv e Ambassador Ch inda and 
conv ey to h im wh atev er th e p resident 
and h is adv isers decide sh all h e com­ 
mu nicated to th e Jap anese gov ern­ 
ment at th is stage of th e p roceedings. 
It is not ex p ected, of cou rse, th at th e 
p resident and cabinet will be ready 
today to giv e a final answer to th e J a p 
anese p rotest. 
Th ey will, h owev er, 
giv e Ambassador Ch inda some indica­ 
tion of th e trend of th eir deliberations. 
Ambassador Ch inda declines to dis­

It also is u nderstood th at th e 
Jap anese gov ernment looks to th e fed­ 
eral au th orities of th e United States j 
to adju st th e m atter to th e satisfaction 
of Jap an, inasmu ch as th e Jap anese 
gov ernment can h av e no relations with 
th e state of California. In most p olite 
term s Ambassador Ch inda is said to 
h av e p u t th e qu estion: 
“W h at are y ou 
going to do abou t it?” 
Th e earnestness with wh ich th e J a p 
anese ambassador h as taken u p with 
Secretary Bry an th e qu estion of th e 
California-Jap anese situ ation h as serv ­ 
ed to remind th e adm inistration of th e 
seriou sness of th e m atter. At th e J a p 
anese embassy it h as been made qu ite 
clear th at th e Jap anese gov ernment 
and p eop le regard th e p resent contro­ 
v ersy as one concerning noth ing less 
th an th eir national h onor, and th at 
th ey intend to treat it as su ch . 
Th e 
earnestness of Ch inda in seeking qu ick 
action indicates clearly th at Jap an h er­ 
self is determined to mov e with sp eed 
in th is m atter. 
Th e ambassador’s ac­ 
tion is regarded h ere as indicating th e 
determ ination of h is gov ernm ent to 
imp ress u p on th e United States th e 
fact th at Jap an regards th e situ ation 
grav ely and as demanding immediate 
attention.
